llhtory aud Development of the 


Constitution of the United 


States. 


SAX FKAXCISCO, March 6.— Kx-1'reai- 


dent Harrison today delivered the first 
of a course of law lectures at Stanford 
University. The lecture today was de- 
voted to tJie history and developmeiA of 
the constitution of the- United State* 
ami t lie causes leading up to its adop- 
tion. The ex-President waa listened to 
with great attention by the students. 
The lecture was long, making in print 
altoni seven newspaper columns. Today 
it was listened to exclusively b\- the stu- 
dents, bin it will l>e repeated tomorrow, 
when people from outside the university 
will be admitted. (Jeneifll Harrison re- 
ferred briefly to his friend the late Sen- 
ator .Stanford, and said lie would reserve 
further tribute to the virtues of a friend 
until .March Oth, the antiiver=arv of 
Stanford's birth. 


Commencing his lecture, he said: I 


:im glad to have even go slight and 
casual a part as that of non-re?ident 
lecturer in the work of this young but 
already great university. If my pres- 
ence is only occasional and my contact 
with these eager minds and generous 
hearts less near and constant than I 
could wish, I must the more be careful 
that whatever direction I may give to 
your thoughts and whatever impulse 1 
may kindle in your minds, shall be true 
and elevating, though they be small. 


The lectures I contemplate will be 


rather popular than technical, especially 
while we have under consideration the 
constitution of the United States and 
the history of its development and 
adoption. If tlie national constitution 
were in fact what Mr. Gladstone de- 
scribed it, to bfi, "the most wonderful 
work struck off at a given time by the 
brain and purpose of man," the work of 
the commentator would be abbreviated 
if not simplified. Tt would not need to 
go hack. It is, however, not a work 
struck off at a given time, but in a 
strong sense was the development of a 
ripe, harmonious fruit of experience 
and not a discovery or revelation. The 
adjustment and definition ot tLc na- 
tional ami of the state governments was 
more nearly than anything else original 
and constructive work. 


As a whole, it is perhaps more nearly, 


but not altogether what Mr. Gladstone 
described the Lritish constitution to be, 
"an organism which has 
proceeded 


from progressive history." This being 
true, we cannot rightly estimate the 
merits of its framers nor rightly unde 
"

Returns From Various Counties 


Show Republican Gains. 


NEW YORK, March 6.—Election returns 


from various counties in the state show 
decided Republican gains. In Geneva 
every ono ot the Republican candidates 
are elected. In Rochester the Republi- 
can candidate for mayor was elected by 
a majority of probably 3,000. In Little 
Falls not a single Democrat was elected. 
Every town in Wayne county shows Re- 
publican gains. 
In Cloversville the 


board of aldermen is entirely Republi- 
can. Returns from Rockland, Wash- 
ington, Essex, Clinton and Greene 
counties all show that the Repuulicans 
have either held their own or made large 
gaimj. Laneingburg elected the entire 
Republican ticket by over 1,200 major- 
ity. Saratoga county went Republican 
by increased majorities. 


In Oswego the returns are so badly 
ixed that an official count will be 


necessary to decide as to the winning 
candidate. The new Duchess county 
board of supervisors will have a Repub- 
lican majority of iy. At Albion the 
Democrats elected all their candidates 
with the exception of police justice.

CHICAGO, March 7.—Negotiations were 


begun today between the Southern Fa- 
citic and the Santa Fe for a settlement 
of the matters in dispute between them. 
President Huntington of the former com- 
pany telegraphed President Rein hart 
of the Santa Fe, suggesting a conference 
to arbitration of all matters in dispute, 
and pending the result of which rates 
should be restored and side trips either 
abandoned by both or permitted over 
both roads. 
President Reinhart de- 


clined, but suggested the immediate 
restoration of rates and that negotia- 
tions for a permanent settlement be 
resumed where they were dropped by 
Vice President Crocker last summer. 
Keinhart will be in California during 
tlie month and suggests that negotia- 
tions be resumed there. The matter 
rests thus for the present. Tn the mean- 
time the Santa Fe followed up its notice 
withdrawing from the Western Pas- 
senger Association by filing an addi- 
tional notice today withdrawing from all 
local associations and also from ihe em- 
igrant clearing bouse arrangements.

A Well Laid Scheme For Liberal 


Convicts on Their "Way to l*ri 


•I never understood," remarked a gen- 


eral passenger agent while discussing a 
recent train robbery, "how it was that a 
vholo Irainful o£ people would allow 
hemselves to be held np by one or two 
bandits till some years ago, when I was 
nuking a trip over the Michigan Central 
road. Then the mystery was chained 
:o me. I was on my way from Detroit 
10 Caicp-go and had taken a seat in the 
Baioking car to enjoy my cigar. 


'At the time the smoking cars of the 


Michigan Central were equipped vrith 
comfortable revolving chairs. 
Shortly 


after taking tny seat I noticed tiiat there 
were two convicts aboard. They were 
n charge of two deputies a.ud were be- 
ing conveyed from Detroit to the state 
prison at Jackson. They sat there talk- 
ing to tlieir guards complacently as if 
they had been going to some more agree- 
ible entertainment. All went well un- 
til Ypsilanti was reached. Half way be- 
tween that place and Ann Arbor is a 
small road crossing named (jeddes. As 
ive approached it an ordinary looking 
passenger went through the car iu a care- 
less manner, rolling his eyes from aide to 
side, casually inspecting tlie occupants 
of the car. 
When, he reached the pris- 


oners, he polled a whisky flask from his 
pocket and in an offhand wuy remarked: 
~ 
;, you fellows, have a drink. It 


will be ft long time before you have an- 
other.' 


"Tha convicts accepted the invitation, 


took a good long pull from the,bottle 
aud handed it back to their apparently 
chance acquaintance, who pocketed it 
and passed into the neifc car. 
Hardly 


had ho disappeared -when the convicts, 
with a motion qaick as flash, pulled two 
revolvers from somewhere on the seats 
Iwside them and presented them at thi-ir 
guards. Before any one in the car hud 
time to realize what ^vas taking place 
those revolvers were going bang! bang! 
just as fast as the triggers could lie 
pulled. The only men who appeared to 
have any presence of mind were the two 
deputies. They had seen the two re- 
volvers coming, and by some dexterous 
move managed to strike up the convicts' 
arms so that the balls, instead of strik- 
ing the victims for whom they were in- 
tended, passed through the roof of the 
car. 
AYbile tho scuffle was at its height 


the bellrope waa pulled in some mysteri- 
ous manner, and the train came to n 
dead Ptoj> at tho crossroads near Geddes 
station, where a fast team of horses 
hitched to n light wagon was standing. 
By tho time the tr:tin sloyped, though, 
tha convicts had been overpowered by 
their guards, but not until 18 shots had 
been fired. 


"The whole thing was evidently a con- 


certed scheme to liberate tho convicts. 
The man with the whisky flask was an 
ally, and his tender of the whisky waa t 
signal that everything was ready and 
the time for action had come. The at- 
tempt at escape fortunately failed, but 
if you had seen that car while the shots 
were being fired you could readily have 
understood how easily ft few armed rob- 
bers overpower a train. Every chair in 
the car was vacant, and the former oc- 
cupants wero crouching in corners or 
wherever they could hide themselves be- 
hind some object that might stop a bul- 
let. When everything was quiet again 
and the convicts were in irons, no less 
than 15 men were counted coming from 
the dressing room of that smoking car.' 
—Chicago Post.

A remarkable liyhthoi:s* is tho one 


which sheds its waruin^raysfroia ants- 
tnary of the Gironde, iu France, where it 
stands upon an isolated rock in tho midst 
of a treacherous reef.

This method has been in uso soine five 


years and seems to show thut the ordi- 
nary hardening of deiwsits in boilers is 
duo to the absence of water iu them 
while the mud and the irou are being 
heated by tha brickwork when tho boiler 
lias buen emptied by tho ordinary meth- 
od Tinder pressure. It is necessary, how- 
ever, under this system, to l"> «l)ln to do 
without tbe particular boiler for some 
eight days.—New York Sun. 


The Sciiso uf Sight. 


Like every other sense, that of sijjlit 


improves by use under healthy condi- 
tions, and ttirrefore tbo people who have 
the greatest exercise o£ their vision in 
the open air under the light of the sun 
Imve the best eyesight. Generally speak- 
in-, savage tribes possess the keenest eye- 
Eight, acquired through hunting. Natives 
cfthe Solomon islands are very quick at 
perceiving distant objects, such as ships 
at sea, and will pick out birds concealed 
in ilcnse foliage some GO or 70 feet high. 
Shepherds and sailors are blessed with 
"Otid sight. 


Eskimos will detect a white fox in the 


suowagreat distance away, while the 
Arabs of the deserts of Arabia have such 
extreme powers of vision that on tlie 
vast plains of the desert they will pick 
out objects invisible to tho ordinary eye, 
at ranges from one to ten miles distant. 
Among civilized peoples the Norwegians 
have better eyesight than most if not all 
others, as they more generally fulfill tho 
ittcessaTy conditions. The reason why 
defective eyes are so much on the iii- 
creuse in this country, and in Europe 
lies in too much study of hooks in early 
life and in badly lighted rooms.—Brook-

The second trial of the case of the 


People vs. Kicluird .S. Heath began in 
department three oi tlie superior court 
yesterday morning. 


Judge l-ucien Shaw of Ix>a Angeles 


presided in the stead of Judge Webb, 
who is now in Los Angeles, he having 
exchanged places for the purposes, of 
this trial. 


District Attorney Church announced 


that G rove L. Johnson of Sacramento, 
Frank H. Short and W. P. Thompson of 
Fresno were/associated with Mr. Walser 
of his oitice in the trial of the case. The 
defense is at present represented by AV. 
D. Tupper and A. O. Williams, who 
have charge of tjie matter of impanelling 
the jurv. W. W. Foote will take part 
in the "defense when the trial proper 
keKirifr. 


The court room was crowded with 


jurors aad witnesses and Judge Shaw 
took precaution to oider none but these 
admitted after the seats were Tilled. The 
audience was a patient one notwith- 
standing the dry details connected with 
the preliminary examination into the 
qualifications of jurors. 


One of the remarkable things brought 


out yesterday was the want of fliiy in- 
telligent notion on the part of some 
men of the exact state and condition oi 
their minds on a peculiar subject, no 
matter how important, roupled with a 
persistent detenu i nation to avoid giving 
a positive answer uuder any cinnim- 


Yesterdny there were over 150 jurors 


in attendance at an expense to the 
county of $3 each per day; there were 
witnesses almost without number; at- 
torneys in abundance, the shorthand 
reporter, bitilin",clerk.and judge, (nearly 
all working at public expense, and at 
good salaries)- to say nothing of the 
high-priced newspaper reporters—and 
yet all this host was brought to a dead 
bait, and one-third of the day wasted 
because a metaphysical talesman would 
not say yes or no on propositions plain 
as a pikestaff. 


Of the twelve men called to the jury 


bos six were excused for bias, three 
passed subject to peremptory challenge, 
and one was excused for the fact that 
he was not on the assessment roll, and 
therefore not qualified. It has also de- 
veloped that a number of jurors who 
were on lust year's list have also bean 
enrolled on the new list.

THE TRIAL UEGL'N. 


At the opening of court the attorneys 


„,! either side announced themselves 
ready for trial, and Mr. Tupper stated 
to the court that, in order to eave the 
legal point, he renewed the motion for a 
change of venue on new allidavits. The 
motion was denied, and aa exception 
taken to the order o( the court. 


The following jurors were then called 


to the box. 
(j. K. Stamford, S. T). Hop- 


per, J. K. Dealy, Sam "Ralston, llany 
Burton, A. Weilbcimer, S. L. Ilogue.

U. F. fitaniford, insurance agent, had 


read reports of the former trial; heard 
part of the evidence, and had a fixed, 
opinion and was excused. 


S. D. Hopper, Clifton, farmer, had 


read the report of the former trial iu the 
Daily Call, Examiner and REPUBLICAN 
and had formed an opinion baaed on 
what he believed to be tbe evidence, and 
had talked about the case with his 
neighbors, lie believed tbe reports in 
the papers of the evidence at the trial 
were substantially correct. 
The de- 


fense challenged him for actual bias, 
which was denied by the prosecution. 
In answer to Mr. Johnson he stated 
that he had never talked with persons 
claiming to knot,- the facts, and tbat if 
accepted as a juror would abide by the 
evidence given in the case and the in- 
structions of the court. The court de- 
nied the challenge for bias, but permit- 
ted the defense to examine him further. 
He had read the evidence of Dr. "Wat- 
son, Mrs. McWhirter aud several othera 
named. H« read the papers with more 
than usual interest and had far more 
conGdenue in the reported testimony 
than he would have in editorial com- 
ment or communications published, lie 
waa again challenged, but in answer to 
further cross examination he stated that 
lie could'divest his imud of prejudice 
and give the defendant a fair trial, and 
the challenge was again denied. 


"Do you believe the defendant to be 


gnilty or innocent?" arked Mr. Tupper. 


"1 don't like to answer a question of 


that kind, your Honor," said the wit- 
ness turning to the court. 


The court: "'lou need not answer 


that unless yon want to," to which Mr. 
Tupper excepted. 


Mr. Johnson stilted that while the de- 


cisions did not go by any means so far 
as to allow questions as broad as this, 
but confined them to whether his opin- 
ion was favorable or unfavorable he did 
uot want anything in the case that 
would resemble error and would make 
no objection to the 
question being 


answered. The court then permitted 
the juror to answer. Mr. Tupper with- 
drew the question. 


Tbo juror then stated that he had 


been examined as a juror at tho first 
triiil and was challenged and excused. 
He was not prejudiced against the de- 
fendant; never allowed himself to be 
prejudiced. From what lie had read m 
the papers lie believed the defendant 
guilty, but had no fixed opinion againet 
him.'Are you a church member/

In* ft clubhouse all in own. Tho ori;,'- 
intil concepiiou ui the club w;is only a 
thought that took root in the ht'arls and 
minds of some half dozen Chicago -iris 
gathered tugelher to discuss how a girls* 
"lub could bo organized amon« the wage 
earners of the city. After some discus- 
iion tho few formed themselves into;; 
blind of King's Daughters, uml to giiin 
funds for their scheme gave a conci-rt, 
with tho proceeds of which they routed a 
cottage aud formed classes for tho study 
of practical topics, like sewing, milli- 
nery, typewriting, embroidery and tho 
rest. 


These classes aro taught by somo two; 


Bcoro voluuteers and ono paid teacher. 
The club members pay dues of 0 cents 
per week, except tho teachers, who pay 
•JO cents per week, to defray partially 
tho expense of a carriage, as tho street 
car Hues do not run near tho cottage. 
All this of course has beeu writteu over 
many times in tho history of girls' clubs, 
but the distinctive and interesting thing 
about this organization is that when tho 
small clubhouse becamo overcrowded 
tlie plucky girls determined to build a 
clubhouse of their own. By various en- 
tertainments and subscriptions they 
iT-.nnaged to raise enough money to se- 
cure a lot. A friend then came to then- 
aid and made a generous offer to build 
tho clubhouse, charging them li per cent 
on the investment, to be paid as rent, 
ami giving them tbo privilege of paying 
tho principal any time within five years. 


Tho club took possession of the new 


house in May, 1802, and already nearly 
one-half the debt is paid. Even in New 
York, whero the working girls' club 
movement began and is supported by 
wealthy patrons, none of the clubs lias 
as yet attained the dignity of a club- 
huusa of its own. The Thirty-eighth 
Street club, of which Miss Dodge is pres- 
ident, has an entire house rented anil 
sublets portions of it, but most of the 
societies meia in rented rooms. Sorosis, 
the great pioneer club, with ila large 
membership, has uo permanent home of 
its own aud no headquarters for the 
keeping of its archives. 


The J ane club.a protegee of Hnll Houso 


ami named in honor of Miss JaiieAd- 
dauis. is another interesting organiza- 
tion of 50 members, living together in 
communities in the club fashion estab- 
lished by men. It occupies ft largo flat, 
well lighted and heated, with hot and 
cold water and bathrooms on every floor. 
Tho parlors aro prettily furnished, the 
libraries well stocked with books, the 
three dining tables well supplied with 
appetizing food prepared by the club 
steward, who i-s hired in tbo regular 
way by the committee. There is a gen- 
eral meeting of the members every two 
weeks to attend to tho bHsiuess affairs 
of the clno and to resulato matters gen- 
erally. This might be called the safety 
valve o£ tho nrichme, for if one has a 
grievance or a suggestion of any kiml 
this is tho place at which she can be 
heard. 
Kitiih member feels her responsi- 


bility as hostess and has the honor ;md 
Interest of the club at heart. T^ere arc 
no rules and regulations, and each mem- 
ber spends litr evenings according to her 
ow» inclination. As far us it is given to 
outsiders to know, the Jane clubisasur:- 
CUES, demoustraiing clearly the fact that 
a number of women can be housed under 
one plan and be happy. 


Speaking of this club to MissAddams, 


thft question was asked whether she ap- 
proved of Mr. Stead's idea of co-opera- 
tive clubs of this kind, with both men 
;iiul women members, for Mr. Stead 
argues that there would bo more mar- 
rying and giving in marriage of the 
right Bort if young men and women had 
more opportunities for meeting and 
knowing each other. And Miss Addams 
said that sue saw no reason why men and 
women might not live together in a club 
of this kind as well as in the boarding 
houses; that tho matter had not come to 
them as yet, but wlurn it did she should 
favor tho formation of such clubs, and 
that there wero ineii and women associ- 
ated in the work at Hull Houso and 
sometimes in residence there together.— 
New York Sun.

Hence in equity, we should so 
regulate our customs tariff that the rev- 
nue may be drawn from articles of lux- 
ury. If the Zante currant is to be 
classed as a grape, it cannot certainly be 
anything but a poor man's miserable 
makeshift for plum pudding filling. The 
cheap price at which Zante currants are 
now selling should be entirely satisfac- 
tory to the advocates of cheap food for 
the poor; and if there was a grain of 
sincerity in tbe pretence of these feilows, 
instead of beating the air with vitupera- 
tive adjectives they would commend 
McKinley and his coadjutors for every 
article put upon the free list. Tbe 
statement of the case by the Selma pa- 
per is unanswerable. The Republicans 
have a right to demand a duty on Zante 
currants for tbe purpose of protection, 
but from the Democratic standpoint of a 
non-protective tariff and a revenue de- 
rived from luxuries, Zante currants are 
properly on the free Hst.

The Populists Make ail Attempt t 


Absorb It, But 


Fail. 


The "reform feleint-nt1'appears to be 


determined to make its influence felt dur 
iiig the coming campaign. At a mi-etin 
of the people interested in the reform 
movement a week ago last Monday 
committee was appointed to draft a voi 
Btitutiou that would bo suitable for 
non-par lisa 11 reform organization. Th 
committee consisted of Alt-x (ionlon 
Kev. 1>. 11. Uillftii, Ki'v. W. H. ^ 
Bev. Philo Pholps ami Kev. J. II. Col 
line. 


There wfts another mooting lust Mon 


day night at TteWitt hall to hear tlio re 
port of this committee. II. O. Sheltoi 
was chairman, and <.;. E. Kvans eecre- 
tary. After prayer had been offered b 
Itev. Phelps. Chairman Khelton aii 
nounted the object oE the meetins. A 
discussion followed as to who should b 
entitled to voto on the adoption of tli 
constitution. It was decided that onh 
those who participated in the previou 
meeting should be allowed to vote, whil 
those prcsfint at this meeting might join 
in the discussion. 


A strong effort w:is made by the Pop- 


ulists to capture the meeting, bu 
they failed. 
They viewed with di: 


pleasure the formation of a rival rcfoni 
organization, and did their best total 
the reformers into joining the Populists 
They claimed they Blood for all tb 
things demanded by the new organize 
tion, and that there was therefore n 
reason for the lattei's existence. 


Th« reformers were proof against Hi' 


eloquence and arguments of the Popu 
list orators, however. 
Their purpos< 


was to purify the pnlitiral and socta 
atmosphere in tliis county, and to d< 
this work without regard to their forme 
political afliliations. It being their chic 
purpose to make the organization a non 
partisan one, they could not see hem 
they could consistently act with aiy 
party. 


The discussion was rather warm al 


times, and there is considerable warmth 
of feeling between the rival reform origau- 
iziition.t at present. The constitution 
was next taken up seriatim, and after a 
few 
amendments, was unanimous!] 


adopted. The constitution sets out 
fol lows: 
"In order to unite the social and no 


litical influence of good men in city an 
county reform, .we hereby baud our 
selves together in this non-partisan or 
ganizfltion to be known as the Voters' 
and Taxpayers' League, or -Men's He- 
form. League. 


".Some of the objects of the league 


shall be: 


"To unify and centralize the intlueuce 


of good men for better and more ecoii- 
omi'cal administration of rity and countj 
affairs. 


"To secure the election of the best 


possible men for public oflicials in citv 
anil county elections, the better enforce- 
ment of existing law? and the enact- 
ment of ullier needed laws and ordi- 
nances. 


"To educate the people in public re- 


form work by frequent mass meetings 
planned for and held under the auspices 
of the league. 


"To secure the forfeiture of licenses 


from disorderly saloona or those violat- 
ing any existing laws or ordinances. 


"To secure by petition special elec- 


tions in the interest of reform apart 
from general elections when the league 
shall direct. 


"To defeat the saloon ring in politics. 
"In order to attain these and other re- 


forms : 


"First—We solemnly pledge'and bind 


ourselves that in all local, city aud 
county elections we will be non-partisan, 
and we further pledge that we will 
stand together for the defeat of any can- 
didate for oQice who allies himself with 
the ealoon ring, seeks his election by 
catering to them, or by any other cor- 
rupt methods, and who will not pledge 
himself to be, as a citizen and officer, 
an anti-saloon man. 
"Second—We further agree to demand 


of all candidates for office in this city 
and county that they pledge themselves 
to the strictest economy in the adminis- 
tration of the same, and we will vote 
for none who will not so give a written 
pledge. 


"The active members of this league 


shall consist of voters or taxpayers who 
will take this pledge and subscribe to 
this constitution. 
"Those 
present at any regularly 


called meeting shall constitute a quorum 
of any local league for the transaction of 
business. 


"All 
measures affecting the whole 


county shall be determined by a major- 
ity of a committee constituted by the 
selection of one member from every len 
or major fraction of ten members of 
each local league in the county, except 
that this body shall not decide as be- 
tween the claims of candidates who 
have pledged themselves aa provided in 
section 2 of this pledge." 


The remaining clauses deal with what 


officers the league shall have and what 
their duties shall he. The pledge was 
signed by thirty-seven persona. 
The 


officers of the league are as follows: H. 
C. Shelton, president; G. E. Evans, 
secretary; Percy Heck, assistant secre- 
tary; Fhilo E. Plielps, corresponding 
secretary; —- Hall, treasurer. 
It is the intention of the league to 


proceed at once with the organization of 
branches in each school district in the 
countv. The, nest meeting will be held 
in De'Witt hall on March 20th in the 
evening.

Edinond Palmer Hart, -better known 


to the pioneers of Fresno county as TS 
Ted 


Hart, died in the Hospital at 5.20 a.m. 
yesterday of consumption. 


He bad been afflicted with consump- 


tion for 3. long time, and although he 
bad known that there was no hope of 
full restoration to health, he clung to 
life tenaciously and was hopeful to the 
end.

Hia last hours were made peaceful 


and as comfortable as possible by old 
friends and the hospital authorities and 
bis end came to him painlessly. 


He was of the first Gettlera in the 


county and was 74 years of age at the 
time of his death. In the early days he 
was tbe clerk of Judge Lewis at tbe In- 
dian agency at the adol* north of the 
San Joaquin. 


About 1850 be mariied Sarah Steu- 


beu, a native of New York, in Visalia 
and settled in that town where, for a 
number of years, he was connected with 
the United Statts land office, aud after- 
wards was a land attorney of some 
prominence and ability. 


He also engaged iu sheep raising in 


the vicinity with fluctuating success, 
and finally failed, owing to inattention 
to business through dissipation. This 
also resulted in the breaking up of Ins 


His wife ran a hotel 


for some time;

Arrested Yesterday iu This 


City. 


CHAKGEi) WITH ttUAND LARCENY 


His Crime Is Believed, However, 


tu lie & Much Uoi-e 


Serlous One. 


J. A. Jones was arrested yedterd.iv 


afternoon by James G. -Wofford on the 
charge that he is a fugitive from justice. 
The complaint alleges that Jones com- 
mitted grand larceny some time in IWo" 
in llosque county, Texas, he having 
been indicted by the j;r:ind jury there. 
Jones was taken to jail, and will be kept 
there till extradition pupers arrive. 


When he was arrested Jones asked 


that he be taken to some Texan lawyer, 
he being a Texan himnelf. Wofford con- 
ducted his prisoner te the cilice of Attor- 
ney N. 0. Cold well, who questioned the 
fugitive from justice. Jones stated he 
was indicted for grand larceny because 
he sold mortgaged property. 


He seemed rather uneasy, and both 


the lawyer and oilicer suspected he was 
wanted "on some graver chargu. Jones 
stated that he had been in this county a 
number of years, and had gone to Los 
Angeles last Deceml»er. He returned to 
Fresno two dava ago. 


The Roscoe train robbery immediately 


came to Lawyer Cold well's recollection 
and he asked Jones if he knew anything 
about it. Jones denied flatly that he 
had anything to do with the robbery, 
hut his account of his movements since 
he left Fresno was rather indefinite. 
When Mr. Cold well asked him if he 
could prove an alibi if he should be 
charged with the robbery, Jones an- 
swered Unit he didn't know that lie 
could. 


He said he knew that he had been 


watched of late, and Ecemed to fear that 
he might not reach the llfwqne county 
jail alive if he should be taken back to 
Texas. 


Jones was seen at the jail yesterday 


by a KKi-i'iturAX reporter, but would 
give no information concerning his case. 
He is a typical Texan in manner and 
speech. 
Hfi has a small, black mus- 


tache and goatee, and is quite, tall. He 
slated that he would'not be "pumped," 
and seemed to have the opinion that 
reporters generally enlarged upon what 
information was given them. 


He stated that he had been in this 


state seven or eight years, having spent! 
nearly all of tins time in Kresno county, 
! 


working on ranches. When told lie was 
suspected of having taken part in the 
lioscoe robbery he smileu slightly and 
denied knowing anything about that 
affair. 
He was asked innumerable ques- 


tions, but only answeied, "you arc try- 
ing to pump me." 


Wofford, who arrested Jones, was in- 


terviewed la?t night, but gave little in- 
formation conceining tliefugitiveTexan. 
He said he had known for some time 
that Jones was wanted iu Texas for 
some crime, hut had only learned re- 
cently in what part of Texas he was 
wanted. 
He no sooner learned that 


Jones had returned to town than he ar- 
rested him. 


Wofford acknowledged that certain 


circumstances led him to believe Jones' 
crime was more serious than grand lar- 
ceny, but when asked whether 
the 


offense was in reality murder he would 
not answer. In regard to the Itoscoe 
robbery he stated that Jones had made 
no confession, and hedid not believe the 
prisqner had anything to do with it. 
Jones claims lie was mining in Loa An- 
geles county with a. partner, an old man. 


The mystery thrown around the arrest 


by the authorities would incline one to 
think they had a very important crimi- 
nal in Jones, and there are not a few 
who believe he could tell something 
about the Roscoe robbery if he would. 
It is said the reward offered by the 
Texas authorities for Jones' capture is 
$1000, which, if true, would indicate 
that his crime is greater than grand 
larceny.

The examination of jurymen lias 


evidenced the fact that the last jury list 
was made up by the supervisors with 
more regard for personal ease, than for 
effort to selectmen qimlined to sit. Of 
the twenty-si^ jurors examineii.two have 
beeu found disqualified for the simple 
reason that their names do not appear 
on the assessment r.,11 as taxpayers, 
which is in violation of law. 


One of the stumbling blocks with jur- 


ors lies In a confusion of terms. They 
do not seem to distinguish the difference 
between an opinion, an impression or a 
notion. 


Another matter that bothers them is 


a misconception with regard to circum- 
stantial evidence and what value may 
"be put on it. Some of the jurors staled 
positively that they would not vote for 
conviction in a capital case where the 
evidence was purely circumstantial, 
plainly show iuj: that they did not recog- 
nize the fact that circumstantial evi- 


. deuce may be more reliable and trust- 


worthy than that of witnesses. 
For in- 


stance, a wound uu a dead bodv may 
testify more reliably than your witness 
as to whether it was inflicted before, or 
after death—the origin of a gunshot 
wound between the shoulders or other 
part of the body often may not be dis- 
puted. The finger prints of a bloody 
left band about the left wrist of a mur- 
dered man in one of the eaetern states, 
not only pointed out the iact that the 
prints were, made by another than the 
victim, but also led to the capture and 
conviction of the culprit. Circumstau- 
evidcnce is to be taken with great cau- 
tion, but it IF not always so unreliable 
as some seem to reckon it. There are 
different sorts of circumstantial evi- 
dence, however.

The 
result is something that would be of un- 
usual interest to the taxpayer who 
would take the pains to make an investi- 
gation which would lead to a demand 
for a reclabsiticaiion of the county at 
once in order to put an end to plowing 
tip and destroying well settled roads 
tliut have required years uf travel to 
settle into good condition. 


The bill in question tiroso in this way. 


Tt seems that llobcrt Harlan hired the 
road grader belonging to district Xo. I, 
from Supervisor Foster of that district, 
agreeing to pay $4 per day lor the use of 
the «ame and to return it in good condi- 
tion, lie wanted to use it on a private 
contract on a West Side ranch. 


He returned it to Porteoua' machine 


shop for repnir, but. as Mr. Harhm 
about that time went through insolv- 
ency, Porteous declined to do the work 
unless the pay waa guaranteed. Mr. 
Foster then ordered the work done, and 
a bill of $217.50 for the. same was ren- 
dered against the county; wasO.K.'d 
by Mr. Foster, and was allowed, listed 
and the list signed and sent to the 
auditor yesterday as correct. 


C. W. Bruce of that district appeared 


before the board yesterday afternoon 
with a protest and Mr. Foster was called 
upon to explain the situation, in the 
course

Harlan owed 4100 to the county without 
any immediate probability of his pav- 
ing the same. Besides this he hud failed 
to pay this bill of $217.50 and Mr. Fos- 
ter had therefore certified the claim - 
against the county treasury. 


He failed to make it clear to the board 


why the county should be called on to 
pay Marian's bill and it waa recalled, 
stricken from the list of allowed claims 
and referred lo the finance committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Butler, Sayre and 
Wickersham, and it is said some of the 
members of the late grand jury are 
snickering iu their sleeves and hinting 
that there is more to follow in other lo- 
calities.

matter, Supervisor Wickersham took 
occasion to refer to statements alleged 
to have been made at the JfopuTist 
meeting the other night by Mr. Foster, 
the purport of which was that, but for 
him, the county treasury would be an 
object of charity. If bills of this sort
